EEPING well is mainly a mat- 
ter of good daily hygienic hab- 
its. It is necessary, however, to 
make special adjustments to very 
hot and very cold weather to avoid 
_discomfort and disease. 

The body its kept warm because the 
chemical changes constantly occur- 
ring within it cause heat. The great- 
est of these processes is oxidation, 
which is just like the burning of a 
tire, only much slower. Oxidation 


| CTes are exercised; this is the regson 
why we thrash our arms, stamp and 
run when we wish to get warm. It 
explains also why we shiver when we 


skin automatically contract many 
times a minute in their endeavor to 
warm the surface of the body. We 
must, therefore, exercise more when 
it. is cold, 

Cultivation of the body lengthens 


lends delight and enthusiasm to 
every deed and thought; food tastes 
better, sleep is sounder, In short ev- 
ery. phase of life is brightened, 
Strengthened and purified by a little 
thoughtful attention to the cultiva- 
tion of good health. Physical effi- 
ciency is worth the effort, for mental 
efficiency is at a premium in every 
department of life and an unhealthy 
body is a serious bar to progress in 
| physical and mental development. 
‘Whe best foods for cold weather 
are the fatty meats and carbohy- 
drates—that is, food containing 
starch, sugar, ete., and which contain 
hydrogen and oxygen in readily sep- 
arated proportions: these are oxi- 
dized into water and carbonic acid 
gas without leaving much waste be- 
‘hind, and supply heat. Lean meats 
which contain substances called pro-

The use of alcohol is particularly 
dangerous in cold weather, for it 
brings the blood to the surface, mak- 
ing us feel warm for a while, but 
really chilling the blood much too 
fast and reducing the vitality. 

If you are warm from work at the 
end of the day, wash with tepid 
water as thoroughly as possible; 
change the underclothes, and cool 
off before going out. This is very 
important because a tired man takes 
cold easily; a warm bath followed by 
a cool sponge tones up the symtem 
and enables you to resist “catching 
cold.” : 

Either heavy soled shoes or rub- 
bers should be worn to avold wet 
\Yeet. If the clothing {s wet it should 
be changed at once and a brisk rub 
taken. With the surface of the body 
well trained you need not pile on 

clothes to keep warm. Too much 
| clothing such as furs or rubber gar- 
| ments, leads often to overheating; a
